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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


Agreeably to the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
we submit the following report, together with reports of 
the other officers, for your consideration. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The county almshouse still continues under the manage- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman, and as in our pre- 
vious reports, we wish to call attention to their good work. 

During the past year all of the men insane have been 
taken to the New Hampshire State Hospital. This was 
brought about sooner than it otherwise would have been 
had not our men’s asylum become unfitted for that class of 
patients. Since their removal some new plumbing has been 
put in, modern closets added, partitions removed, and a 
general overhauling of this building has been done, but it is 
still far from being well adapted to the use we have for 
it. This will be remedied when all of our insane shall have 
been taken to the New Hampshire State Hospital at Con- 
cord, and the feeble minded taken away. The commission- 
ers will then be in a position to make a better classifica- 
tion of the inmates and remove or reconstruct some of the 
various buildings as seems needed. 

Nearly a complete change has been made in our stock. 
The old stock sold and the stables have been filled with 
good herds of Jersey and Durham cows and heifers; these 
being under the direct charge of Mr. E. W. Smith, show 
good results as compared with the old stock. 

We have been obliged to replace the small boiler used 
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for power and have had put in a sixty horse power heat- 
ing boiler, having the same piped in a way so that this 
boiler can be used both for heating and power; we trust 
it will not be necessary to keep two boilers under fire, as 
heretofore, when everything is properly arranged. 

Since our last report we have built over the superin- 
tendent’s office, added new fittings, had installed a twelve- 
station electrical connected watchman’s clock, and through- 
out the institution have been put in machines made by 
the West Disinfectant Co. for disinfecting purposes. 

In the large almshouse new floors have been laid in 
both dining halls, all the rooms and dormitories have been 
painted and whitened. 

We have placed an order for uniform locks on every 
door in the institution; this will enable the superintendent 
and matron to pass any door with one key. The different 
buildings have been arranged in four groups, and the sub- 
master can only pass the doors in his group, and it is so 
arranged that the watchman can pass certain doors only 
in all the different groups. By this system we will be en- 
abled to discard the numberless keys that now have to be 
used to pass the doors in the various buildings. 

As promised in our last report, we have had survey 
made and lines taken, and find that by going up Partridge 
brook some over a mile, can get plenty of water with 
sufficient head for all purposes, fire or any other, and 
while the expense will be quite heavy for the first cost, it 
would mean a large saving in coal, as in any dry season 
the large pump has to be used much of the time.

This department shows an increase of about $2,500, 
most of which was brought about by causes beyond our 
control. 

COURT HOUSE. 

Agreeably to the vote of our representative delegation, 

the commissioners have had the yard regraded, curbing 
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set, new artificial stone sidewalk laid. This together with 
the driveway put in last year places the court house 
grounds in keeping with property in its immediate vicinity. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


By referring to the jailer’s report, it can be seen to what 
extent the jail has been used the past year. Mr. and Mrs. 
W.S. Tuttle continue in charge, whose management is very 
satisfactory to the commissioners. 

Something like a year ago the commissioners notified 
the city and town officials that owing to the large num- 
ber of drunks being committed’ to the jail and house of 
correction, we should be obliged to charge for their board, 
and by an examination of the report it will be seen that 
the county has received quite a substantial sum from this 
source. 

In closing, we wish to thank all officers and citizens of 
the county, and all with whom we have had dealings, for 
courtesy shown us.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens 
of Cheshire County. 


I herewith submit to you the following report: 

There have been admitted to the almshouse during the 
year, 47. Discharged, 31. Died, 12. There have been 53 
commitments to the house of correction for the year end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1904, an increase of 34 over those of the year 
before. 

In looking over the report of the State Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections, I find that for the year ending Oct. 
1, 1904, there were committed to the county houses of 
correction in this state, 1,575 prisoners, 1,467 men, and 
108 women. Of this number 1,837 were sentenced for 
drunkenness. The State Board of Charities furnish us in 
their report a large amount of information pertaining to 
the pauper population throughout the state, of which I 
wish to copy a few figures, as many of the taxpayers of 
Cheshire county receiving this report may not have a copy 
of the report from which I take these figures. 

The total number of inmates (not including convicts) 
cared for at the ten different almshouses in the state for 
the year ending Oct. 1, 1904, was 1,675; of this number 
971 are given as men, and 704 as women. As stated, it 
will be seen that apparently men are more willing to 
accept quarters at an almshouse than women, and give up 
more easily the struggle for an independent existence. 
These figures will not apply to the Cheshire county farm 
at the beginning of 1905, as we now have, exclusive of 
convicts, 42 males and 49 females. The causes given for 
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the support of these 1,675 inmates at these almshouses 
are as follows: 219 (adults) feeble minded, 373 insane, 62 
epileptics, 661 feeble minded through old age or sickness, 
3 as blind and deaf, 29 as intemperate, 16 as widowed or 
deserted, 94 infants, and 218 cause not given. The largest 
number at this institution at one time during the year, 
including convicts, was 110. 

January 11, 1904, I received the following letter from 
Frank K. Jewett, secretary of the Cheshire County Grange 
Fair Association : 

Mr. Wuirman, Dear Sir:—At the annual meeting of 
the Cheshire County Grange Fair Association held at the 
grand jury room, Jan. 9, 1904, it was voted to turn over 
what money there was in the treasury, including bank 
book No. 32,350, Cheshire Provident Institution, to the 
superintendent of the county farm to be used by him as 
he thinks best for the benefit or entertainment of the poor. 

I also received a letter from Fred C. Farwell, treasurer 
of the association, enclosing book No. 32,350, together 
with $21.61 in cash, and I know of no better way to ac- 
knowledge this very acceptable gift than to incorporate it 
in my annual report, and it is with real pleasure and 
thankfulness that I herein tender our thanks to the donors, 
and will state that as yet I have only used $5.60 of this 
fund, this being the expense of taking two big two-horse 
loads of women out for a sleighride last winter, the expense 
consisting of a treat of candy and cake purchased at two 
stores on the route. I am now urged (by the inmates) to 
give the order for the 1905 sleighride, and when the 
auspicious time arrives I shall do so with the same pro- 
gram as in 1904. I shall endeavor to conscientiously ex- 
pend this money in a way that willin my judgment afford 
the greatest pleasure, and should the money last longer 
than my term of office as superintendent, I will see that 
any balance be turned over to the proper person or per- 
sons. 

We received our annual donation of candy, nuts, etc., 
from the ladies of the W. C. T. U. at Christmas time, also 
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many other contributions of magazines and other peri- 
odicals, all of which find a welcome for which we are ever 
thankful. 7 

The spiritual and physical welfare of the inmates are 
cared for by the same competent officers as in years past, 
Rev. G. H. French and Dr. James A. Craig. 

I wish to acknowledge the many kind suggestions of our 
efficient board of commissioners, and I feel that they alone 
know to a greater extent than any one else not so closely 
connected with the affairs of this and other similar insti- 
tutions, the need that we have of good advice and encour- 
agement which they are ever ready to give, and we very 
much regret that so good and efficient an officer as Mr, 
Allen Wilcox has proven himself, so soon retires from the 
board of commissioners. | 

There have been some changes made necessary on ac- 
count of the giving out of one of the old boilers from no 
other cause than natural wear from old age, the boiler be- 
ing one purchased at the time Mr. J. B. Abbott was on 
the board of county commissioners. These changes seem 
quite large but could not be avoided, and I think would 
better have been made even though the old boiler had not 
given out, as it was much too small for the work required 
of it.

This object has not been at- 
tained at the expense of the liberty, or curtailment of 
privileges that others not suffering from the disease enjoy, 
but it implies better accommodations, special diet, regular 
exercise and removal from trivial annoyances. 

Eleven deaths have occurred. 

I desire to thank the superintendent, Mr. A. A. Whit- 
man and Matron Mrs. Whitman, the county commission- 
ers and all employes of the institution for their kindness 
and courtesy during the past year.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN:—I submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1904. 

No civil suits in which the county is a party are pend- 
ing in the superior court. 

At a special term of the superior court held on the 4th 
day of January, 1904, James Abbott alias James Brown, 
indicted for horse stealing at the October term 1903; was, 
on a plea of insanity, sentenced to the New Hampshire 
State Hospital until discharged by due course of law. 

Malachi Barnes, indicted at the October term 1903, for 
the murder of Ashael W. Dunton, was tried by jury. A 
verdict of murder in the first degree was returned, and the 
respondent sentenced to the state prison for life. 

At the April term 1903, Geo. H. Beede, indicted for 
embezzlement was sentenced to state prison for not more 
than three years, nor less than one year and six months. 

Oliver Patnode, indicted for manslaughter in the first 
degree, was tried by jury, verdict not guilty. 

Forest S. Lowell, aggravated assault, tried by jury, 
sentence, three months in jail and fine of $50.00 and costs 
of prosecution. Three other indictments against the same 
party were continued. 

Frank Howard, larceny from the person, was also tried 
by jury, sentence, not more than three, nor less than two 
years in state prison. 

At the October term 1904, the following cases were 
disposed of: 
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The case against Edward J. Robbins for larceny, was 
tried by jury, but resulted in a disagreement.
